The State 
will consider no improvement until after the inter-county 
seat roads are first improved: neither can the Fiscal Gnirt 
make a charge in its order after it has been certified to the 
Road Commission at Frankfort The resolution order has 
been certified to as follows at a meeting of the Fiscal Court 
Fdb>ruary 28th in which the full Court was present, and can 
not be chai^ged or altered: 

"Be it Resolved, That the public interest demands the 
improvement and construction of public roads on all the 
county seat roads, hereinafter described, on the most direct 
and practical routes; and it is the sense of this Court that 
said roads be inqxoved under State Aid and State siqscrvis- 
^JOfi during 1916. 

"Therefore, It is Ordered, That the Fiscal Court of Pow- 
dl County petition the State of Kentucky and the State 
Commissioner of Public Roads lor county s proportionate 
share d the State road fund, for the use of this coimty for 
the improvement of described roads, and agrees to 
furnish a like amount. 

"It is further Ordered, That a copy of these Resolu- 
" Itions and a copy of this Court Order be certified to the Com- 
missioner of Public Roads for his approval."
